today's Svenska Dagladet published as Its no 1 news on the 
front page an article under the headline "Smoking Affected 
99 of 100 Tested". 


The objective of this article, 

which continues as the main news on page 8, is obviously 
to get the Parliament to adopt a stricter approach on the 
workplace and public place smoking issue. 

The article refers to a preliminary report on an ongoing research 
project^injihe U.S., according to which 99 % of the blood samples 
rffSO^lSm^^cans studied contained cotinine, suggesting that they 
hhve—be^n^xposed to passive smoke, "which according to an EPA 
report should be classified as a class A carcinogen". 

The article includes several statements from MD James Plrkle, who 
states that this is the biggest and best research project ever 
done on the subject of exposure to ETS. Mrs. Margarets Haglund 
from the National Health Institute is also quoted stating among 
other things that "if the results are correct, passive smoking 
is much more common that we*ve ever believed".The article states 
in the end that a risk analysis Is still to be done, but also 
quotes Mrs. Haglund saying that "we already know through the EPA 
report that passive smoking causes the same damages as active 
smoking".
